COLORADO CULLINGS. 


Fire in the Mines— Railroad Laborers in 
Demand. 


DENVER, COL., April 7.—The Republican’s 
Leadville special says: The fire in Freyer Hill 
Mines, Which was never completely extin- 
guished, but has been smouldering for weeks, 
broke out anew yesterday between the Littie 
Pittsburg and Carboniferous, and is raging 
furiously, necessitating the stopping of all 
work in the immediate vicinity, throwing over 
a hundred men out of employment. Prepa- 
rations are being made to rush steam into the 
drifts and smother the flames. 

Much difficultyis experienced in obtaining 
labor for the railroads being constructed 
throughout Colorado. The Denver and Rio 
Grande alone require from $5,000 to $10,000 
forthe grading of 500 miles of extensions 
which they have under.contract in Colorado 
and the adjoining territeries.

He had formerly 
kept house for Barenberg, and claimed that 
fully $75 was due him and withheld by Baren- 
berg, and that he had gone there for a settle- 
ment when Barenberg made a movement to 
assault him. He then struck deceased on the 
head with a small club and he fell.

The Conkling Fight. 
WASHINGTON, April 7.—The statement 
contained in numerous dispatches from here 
thatthe President may decide to revive an 
ancient custom and go in person to the Sen- 
ate to break the dead-lock is all bosh. There 
is no necessity for the President to resort 


to any extreme or even ancient 
measures to break the dead-lock. 
He is embarrassed by the situation 


and would like to have the nominations con- 
firmed, but in accordance with his expressed 
opinion he has hesitated to advise the 
Senate what it oughttodo. He has in short 
not interfered and naturally has hoped to see 
hisparty win. Nowthatthe Democrats ap- 
pear so determined tg stand on the ground 
that toeir party is not suffering 
because of the dead lock, it is beheved 
the President will ask his friends in the Sen- 
ate to go into executive business if the pres- 
ent situation continues much longer. The 
President has supporters enough in the Sen- 
ate to execute his;wishes when he chooses to 
express them and say the deadlock must be 
broken. It is evident that there has been 
considerable bluster inthetalk of making 
war against the administration because of 
Robertson’s nomintion. Conkling much pre- 
fersa compromise to war, and he and all 
his friends are using all] their influence to ob- 
tain some little concession from the Presi- 
dent so thata retreat maybe sounded and 
called a compromise. 7 

A thorough canvass of the Senate by a re- 
porter of the Western Associated Press shows 
that Conkling is doomed to defeat, and he 
knows it. Only two Democratic | Senators 
even talk of voting with him. Maxey, Voor- 
hees and Garland, who have been published 
as his supporters, deny and denounce the 
report as false. 

On the Republican side Conkling, should 
he press his opposition to Robertson to avote, 
would not get exceedinga dozen Senators. 
Conkling elected to go to Wisconsin with Car- 
penter’s remains, knowing that whatever 
might occur in the Senate his fight could 
not open in his absence. 
He is seeking every means 
to delay the opening of the battle in the hope 
that some arrangement may be made by 
which he can retreat without dishonor.

Mr. Campbell saidthat he began 
life at fourteen vears of “ge as a reporter and 
worked his way up, until at twenty-two he 
was the owner of a paper. He followed the 


business in Cincinnati and New Orleans, 
and owas for aie time editor of 
the Southern Monthly. In. 1870 


he,in company with A. M. Gibson, now 
Washington correspondent of the New York 
Sun, had charge of The Paper, 2 Democratic 
daily in Philaaelphia. It was a journalistic 
success, but nota pecuniary one. When it 
stopped publication, Mr. Barclay had just 
bought the Dispatch, which was then a sick- 
ly evening paper, bearing noresemblance tothe 
present PostT-DISPATCH. He secured thie 
services of Messrs. Campbell and Gibson to 
edit his paper. 

‘*My whole connection with the Dispatch 
was aimnsing in the extre Mr. Camp- 
bell, *fand I have often laughed about it and 
talked it over with Gibson since. You 
see, Gibson and I believed in aggressive and 
personal journalism. Wewanted to attack 
everybody, but Mr, Barclay wanted the paper 
to be a kind of ‘‘tea table gossip” or a daily 
edition of the Waverly Magazine, a paper 
that should attack no man,and should make 
him, Barclay, a very popular citizen. I could 
tell you dozens of ludicrous incidents which 
oceurred from this difference of what consti- 
tuted a newspaper; but I wouldn’t like to do 
it, for Mr. Barclay is certainly a gentleman, 
and he lost his money in the enterprise. 
Gibson and I knew it would be utterly 
impossiole for us togetalong with Barclay, 
and it was a wonder that he stood us so long. 
We shocked him constantly, and got him in- 
to trouble with his friends. Every man in 
town seemed to be his personal friend, so that 
every time we pitched into anybody 
it was a great grievance to Barclay. 
For instance now we wrote up 
the city pawnbrokers. eex posed the enor- 
mous profitsthey made, and their metbods 
of dealing with the unfortunates. We gave 
them a pretty warm overhauling. Unfor- 
tunately they were friends of 
Mr. Barclay, and they were. so mad 
that they actually attacked him on the 
street. And so it was continually. I tninkif 
we had remained a few months longer, Mr. 
Barclay would have had to fleethe town. He 
was liberal with us and spent his money free- 
ly. He agreed to give us so much a week and 
$1,000 a year each in stock for ten years, 
so that we would become permanent. 
Gibson left a month or two before! did. 
Barclay said to me one day: ‘I think, that

Sun. Suppose you tell him so.’ I did, and 
Gibson eft. When I left also in a

JOE EMMET’S AUDIENCE. 


How He Played an Entire Matinee for 
the Benefit of One Man. 
From an Interview in New York Sun. 

“Did you ever fiud any difficulty in captur- 
ing an audience?’ we asked. 

“Very rarely,” Fritz answered. ‘‘Once I 
was filling an engagement at a London theatre. 
A gentleman in buttoned kids and hair parted 
in the middle occupied « private box. He 
coolly surveyed me through his eyeglass. I 
was feeling pretty good and was acting With 
more than usual freedom. Theaudience roar- 
ed with laughter, but not a muscle of his face 
moved. Hestared at me like a Gorgon. Il 
was nettled, and I determined to capture him. 
I did my best, but there he sat partially turn- 
ed toward me in the easiest of pm nna with 
the coldest of faces. You could fairly read on 
his features: ‘Well, upon my soul, I expected 
something pretty bad, you know, but this is 
perfectly execrable.’ I lost mv guard 
and made no secret of my _ ef- 
fort to capture him. The audience 
dgopped on it, and became deeply interested. 
I warbled ‘Wilhelmina Strauss,’ and filled it 
tothe brim with grotesqueness, but the fel- 
low sat there like a stone statue entirely un- 
moved. Apparently nothing would fetch 
him. And sothe performance progressed, 
the audience watching the manin the box 
more thanit didme. Atlast I madean im- 
pression. it was in the act where I pranced 
around the stage with a little child astraddle 
my shoulders. A faint smile overspread the 
man’s face. He raised his gloved hands and 
languidly clapped them twice. The audience 


‘screamed with delight. and from that time 


until the close of the performance I had ev- 
erv soulinthe house with me. The naivete 
of the child, combined with the. act- 
ing, had been too much for him, and 
had brought him down.’ 

In describing these scenes Mr. Emmet un- 
consciously assumed the Gharacter of Fritz, 
und dunced around the broker’s office as 
vracefully as though he wasin costume. He 
was asked to how large an audience he had 
ever performed. ‘Well, I don’t Know,’’ he 
replied. ‘*There were nearly@l,o00 persons 
in the Grand Opera House last evening. Of 
course, as it was a first night, some of jt was 
paper. But my share of the receipts was 
more than $800—that is, sixtv per cent. of 
the gross receipts at the box office. I think I 
played to over 2,000 people in London once. 
‘The smallest audience Iever had was in Col- 
‘“umbus, Ohio. The managers had been try- 
ing to introduce matinees, but with not much 
suceess. Joe Jefferson, Denman Thompson, 
and some of the big stars had gone through the 
mill, and the audiences had been so small 
that they had shied, and refused to take 
the gate. The money had been returned at 
ihe box office, and the disappointed ticket 
buyers had departed determined never again 
to patronize a matinee in Columbus. The 
afternoon business was at its lowest ebb 
when I struck thetown. After two or three 
performances the posters announced a mat- 
inee. I went to the theater at 2 o’clock that 
afternoon and found my company skylarking 
behind the curtain, intheir every-day suits. 
J looked outinthe auditorium. There was 
just one maninthe theater. He sat clear 
back inthe parquet. It was as much asI 
could do to outline himinthe darkness. I 
went outto the box office. ‘Did that man 
pay for his ticket?” ‘Yes, fifty cents,’ the 
treasurer replied. ‘The manager told me to 
return bim his money and close the theater.’ 
‘No, you won’t,’ Lsaid, ‘I have never dis- 
appointed an audience when I’m sober, 
and kt don’t propose to do so now. 
We'll play for him.’ I went 
into the parquet, introduced myself to the 
man, and thanked him for his attendance. I 
told bim that as he thought enough of me to 
come and see ine and pay fifty cents for the 
wrivilege, he should have as good a perform- 
ance as though the house was packed. I then 
went behind the curtain and requested the 
company todress. ‘Great Cxsar, Joe,’ one 

them said, ‘you ain’t a 
| to play to that one man, 
you? ‘Yes,Iam,’ I[replied. ‘He’s 
paid his moneys, and he shall have his money’s 
worth.’ ‘Oh, the devil,’ broke in another 
member of the company, ‘i’ll pay his fifty 
cents and you let him go.’ Itoldthem that 
the performance must goon as usuai, and I 
warned each one that any attempt to guy the 
audience or any failure to play a partin full 
would be the signal for a discharge. 

“Well, the orchestra played an overture 
and the curtain arose.” Fritz continued. ‘I 
walked down to the footlights. Il invited the 
andience to come forwurd and take a front 
seat, Where he could see andbe seen. He 
thanked me and settled himself in the front 
row. I suggested that a little generous ap- 
plause thrown in where he thought the ac- 
tors deserved it, would serve to inspirit them 
xnd warm them to their work. He seemed to 
uppreciate the situation, and agreed to give 
us all the encouragement that he thought we 
deserved. The performance began. I don’t 
think | ever played better. I threw myself 
heart and soul into the character, and sang 
the ‘Lullaby’ so tenderly that the entire au- 
dience wasin tears. He called for an encore. 
I told him that we rarely gave an encore, but 
ux this was an extraordinary occasion 
be should have one. He applauded liberally 
ut times where no applause was deserved, and 
again failed to applaud where  ap- 
plause was deserved. At such times 
{ called his attention to the  omis- 
sion, and asked whether on reflection he did 
not really think that he had made a mistake. 
A hint was sufficient. He would elap his 
hands as though perfectly enchanted and 
shout, ‘Bravo!’ like an Italian over Salvini. 
The cempany paid no attention to him. but 
went on withthe performance as regular as 
clock work. Between the acts, however, one 
4r two of them evinced a disposition to go out 
into the auditorium and mingle with the audi- 
ence. Lsetmy face againstit and they re- 
frained. At the close of the second act the 
manager entered the theatre. He had been 
out fora walk. He seemed dumbfounded at 
seeing the house brilliantly lighted, and the 
orchestra playing soberly to one man. 

But he was the more astonished when the 
curtain arose andthe performance was re- 
sumed With as much unconcern as though 
there were a thousand dollars in the house. 
But he had an eye to business. He sent word 
to thenewspaper reporters and a balf a dozen 
of them arrived in time forthe last act. No 
actor ever received better newspaper criti- 
cisms. Some ofthem were over a column 
long. itturned outthat the audience was 
the owner of a copper mine in Michigan and 
very Wealthy. On the following night he gave 
the whole party a banquet at the leading ho- 
tel. He entertained us as handsomely as we 
had entertained him, and we parted with mu- 
tual regrets. Just a year afterward I an- 
nounced another matinee at Columbus. It 
was well advertised, and the house was 
acked to suffocation. Itook in over $1,200. 
My sense of duty to that one man, who had 
invested the small sum of half a dollar, had 
returned me a golden harvest.’? 
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Capture of Russakoff, the Regicide. 
From the London News. 

A very interesting account is given by an 
army surgeon-assistant,who states that he 
was one of the first to seize Russakoff, and 
accompanied bim to the Prefecture. The 
writer, Wassili Gorokhoff, narrates that 
he was. proceeding along the Katerinofsky 
Canal toward the Nevsky Prospect when he 
overtook aman of middle height and long 
lixht hair, dressed ina thin overcoat and a 
tall fur cap. The man was carrying a small, 
white parcel. The Emperor’s carriage ap- 
peared on the canal road, and having saluted 
the Emperor, who, Gorokhoff says, returned 
his salutation, he heard a violent explosion 
which impelled him forward, and looking 
round he saw a Cossack fall from his horse 
and another stagyering. The man whom he 
had previously observed then ran toward the 


thing was thrown either by this man or from 
between the railings of the canal, which fell 
atthe Emperor’s feet with a deafening ex- 
plosion. The Emperor, and all standing 
around, including theman_ he had noticed, 
fellto the ground as if mowed down. Gorok- 
hoff saw the Emperor lying on his right side, 
and an officer with white epaulettes—this was 
the Police Colonel Dvorjilsky—drag himself 
toward his Majesty, who slightly raised his 
head which then sank againon the snow, 
Whilst the young maa who had been seized 
running away was being held after this second 
explosion,a soldier came up and struck himjon 
the head, saying, ‘*‘You miscreant, what 
have you done?”’ Russakoff replied, ‘*For 
God’s sake don’t strike me. You will know 
afterward. Youare ignorant people.” He 
was then placed in a sledge and 
taken to the Prefecture, where he 
was undressed and examined. He was 
respectably clad, and had a purse containing 
three rouble notes, a passport and other pa- 
pers. Wheninterrogated in another room 
Russakoff first gave a fictitious name,but soon 
acknowledged his realname. Amongst other 
things he stated that he had met his friends 
the week previously, who had explained to 
him that on the Sunday following he would 
have to shoot at the Emperor. Russakoff 
also affirmed that he knew others would be 
appointed to carry out the same deed, but did 
not know whothev were. About 1 p. m. he 
had proceeded to the Canal Road, but, being 
too early,J/walked across the bridge to the 
small market-place adjacent. There Russa- 
koff says he met 2 young woman, seventeen 
years of age, good-looking and well dressed, 
who knew him, and whom he knew by sight, 
not by name. She handed him a parcel, tell- 
ing him he was to throw it and it would ex- 
plode violently. After remaining a short time 
in the market-place he returned to the Canal 
Road. What followed is only too well known. 


Jay Gould on Oranges and Alligators. 
From an interview in the World, « 

“For 300 miles south from Jacksonville, 
along the St. John’s River, and still further 
forth and east the country is dotted over with 
orange groves of from twenty to twenty-five 
acres in extent. It takes about five years for 
an orange grove to mature so as to produce 
fruit for the market, but nevertheless new 
groves are constantly planted, and are looked 
10 as a sure source of revenue. When an or- 
ange grove begins to bear fruit it apparantl 
never wears out. I heard of one tree whic 
bears annually from six to eight thousand or- 
anges, but this is above the average.’’ 

“What is the cost of an orange grove?”’ 

‘‘As I said,’’ replied Mr. Gould, they vary 
in extent from twenty to twenty-five acres, 
and are worth from $50,000 to $100,000. But 
they yield a handsome percentage. For in- 
stance, Mr. Hart, who lives just above me 
here, owns a grove of about twenty-five acres, 
and he informs me that it yields him a net in- 
come of from $15,000 to $20,000. 

“Is this interest growing?’ 

“Decidedly so, and I think that within the 
next five years Florida oughtto be able to 
supply the entire demand of the United States 
fororanges. I believe that the sweet orange 
is not a native of Florida, but has to be graft- 
ed upon the tree which bears the sour orange. 
On one tree you some times see oranges, lem- 
ons and limes growing together. Of course 
the several fruits have been grafted; but it is 
interesting and peculiar toa Northerner to 
see these fruits growing in a happy family on 
one tree. It suggests a horticultural para- 
dise.”? 

“Is orange growing 
of Florida?’ 

“By no means. Not to speak of cotton 
and live oak and the like youmust not forget 
the alligator.” sald Mr. Gould, smiling and 
evidently thinking of bis alleged ‘alligator 
farm.”? 

‘*But is the alligator a sufficiently valauble 
animal to make his cultivation remunerative’”’ 

“No; his hide is the valuable portion of 
him, and even that is worth comparatively 
little, though I believe they make it into 
poots in England.’’ 

“But does Florida cultivate these rep- 
tiles?” 

**That is not necessary. The alligator cul- 
tivates himself and produces quickly and 
numerously. The whole swamp and river 
country is filled with them.” 

“And are they dangerous?’’ 

Well,’’ said Mr. Gould, “it is as well not to 
getinthe way of their tails. Ithink they 
strike their victims chiefly with their tails. 
Nevertheless, the eleven-inch jaws of some of 
them are not attractive. Myson killed one 
Which resembled a whale on four legs. Our 
parw killed over thirty of them. Whether I 
killed any or not myself is a difficult question 
formeto answer. I1saw some live ones just 
before | fired and some dead ones just after- 
ward; but as several rifles went off at the 
same time, I can not assume that it was my 
gunthat kiJled an alligator. But alligator 
shooting was not what interested me in the 
South; the blossoms, or wedding blossoms of 
the North, you know, Were on the trees, and 
yet the ripe, golden fruit was there, too.”

If a farmer raises 
ten bushels of potatoes, one bushel goes to 
the church; if a stock-breeder’s calf crop is 
ten,one cow goes to the church. I suppose 
if it was only one calf, the church would take 
it out in veal, for it is exacting in the col- 
lection: of tithing to the last ounce or 
penny. If a Mormon laborer or§ miner is 
earning wages from the hated Gentile, ten per 
cent of his wages goes to the church; and, to 
use the language of my respected, but unfor- 
tunately deceased friend, Wm. Shakspeare, 
thereby hangs an anecdote. Some Mormons 
are pretty smart, and contact with the world- 
ly Gentile teaches them a trick or two. The 
story is that a Mormon ecar-cleaner was called 
upon for the tithing of his wages. 

“How willit be if 1 don’t respond?” asked 
the embrvo apostate. 

**You will be cursed,’’ was the reply. 

“Cursed! You just drop around here early 
some morning and hearthe boss car-cleaner 
talk to me, and then if you think cursing has 
any effect on me maybe I’l! pay my tithing.” 

here is not much doubt that that particu- 
lar saint has been cut off from the church and 
declared a Vhilistine ora son of Belial. 

A very large proportion of the Mormons 
are of the lowest and most ignorant class of 
Scandinavians. They know only two things 
—work and obedience to the chureh. Where 
these are unemployed there is no tithing in 
them, buttheir labor, being cheap,is in de- 
mand, and the church contracts them out as 
Chinamen are contracted out by the Chinese six 
companies, and the tithe collector is on hand 
each pay-day to collect the regular 10 per cent 
of their wages. AslI have stated, certain of 
the railroads were started by the church, and 
afterward came under the control of Jay 
Gould, but from circumstances I am inclined 
to believe that the chureh still retains an in- 
terest in them. On all these roads a large 
proportion of the emploves are Mormons; 
engineers, conductors, brakemen, agents, etc., 
are Mormons, and pay their regular tithing 
tothe church. I am told that on one of these 
roads there is a Gentile conductor, who only 
retains his position by virtue of paying tith- 
ing. The tithing system is a nice thing—for 
the church.

revised and altered. Four distinct editions 
have been engraved M. Choudens, 
the publisher, since 1878. In its primitive 
form ‘‘Le Tribut de Zamora’? would have 
taken seven hours to perform. By repeated 
and ruthless cuts the work was at least re- 
duced to reasonable proportions. Excisions 
were made up to the very eve of the produc- 
tion and several numbers were sacrificed at 
the first and only dress rehearsal of the opera, 
which took place in the strictest privacy on 
Tuesday night. When produced this evening 
the opera was entirely fresh to Parts, and the 
reception given it must be taken to express 
the honest and unbiased opinion of a first 
night’s audience. MM. d’Ennery and Bresil’s 
libretto, ae not strikingly novel, is dra- 
matic and well suited to operatic treatment. 
It may be remembered that M. d’Ennery of- 
fered itin the first instance to Signor Verdi 

by whom it wasdeclined. It was then offered 
to M. Gounod and accepted. 

The plot is laid at some undefined period of 
the Moorish occupation of Spain, and the ac- 
tion is transferred, as occasion requires, from 
Zamora to Cordova. There is no overture to 
the opera. After a short and insignificant or- 
chestral introduction the curtain rises ona 
bright and sunny scene in the Spanish town. 
On the right isa palace; on the left is the 
modest house of Xaima, acted by Mile.Daram, 
the soprano. Xaime is a pretty Spanish girl 
betrothed to a poor Christian adorer, called 
Manuel, represented by M. Sellier, the tenor. 
The marriage is about to be celebrated. 
Thereis a rather insipid chorus of towns- 
people, and presently Manguel appears, 
singing a pretty serenade under his mistress’ 
balcony. Xaima replies and all seems smiling 
wben a flourish of trumpets is heard, an- 
nouncing the arrival of the fierce and redoubt- 
able Moorish chief, Ben Said, played by M. 
Lasselle, the baritone. Agreeably to custom 
Ben Said has come in the name of the Caliph 
to exact a periodic tribute of virgins. Lots 
are drawn and Xaima, despite the musical 
despair of her lover, is carried offto be sold 
as a Slave and the curtain falls on a common- 
place finale. The war song performed in this 
act was redemanded with enthusiasm. 

Act 2 transports us to a place outside the 
ramparts of Cordova and allows the infTo- 
duction of a glittering and picturesque cor- 
tege. There is a liberal allowance of trum- 

ets and other brass instruments. As in 
** Aida,”? the brass band on the stage responds 
to the orchestra before the footlights. Xaima 
and her companions are put up for auction. 
There§is a furious competition between 
Manuel and Ben Said. The latter has taken 
an amorous fancy to Xaima and finally be- 
comes her master. The act ends 
with a very effective finale. The 
third act is the longest and, 

erhaps, the most interesting in the opera. 

he scene is a gorgeous interior in the harem 
in Ben Said’s palace. A ballet is introduced. 
The music is piquant and charming, partly in 
warlike, partly in a softer and more pastoral 
kev. The instrumentation is ingenious and 
the melody occasionally graceful in the ex- 
treme. The fete is rudely interrupted by a 
duel between Ben Said and his rival, Manuel. 
The latter is vanquished and is only spared, 
thanks to the passionate intervention of 
Xaima, who vows she will kill herself if Man- 
uel is slain. The interest is well sustained. 

In the fourth act an important part is played 
by a mad woman named Hermosa, represent- 
ed by Mile. Krauss. Hermosa had already 
appeared in the proceeding act. Her husband 
is Xaima’s father. He had been killed in the 
battie by Ben Said. ‘The scene is a garden 
of Ben Said’s palace. Hermosa, in a mo- 
ment of lucid recollection, recognizes her 
dwughter Xaima and determines to avenge 
her wrongs. There is a very beautiful dra- 
matic duo for mother and daughter, intro- 
ducing the motive of the war song so high- 
ly applauded in the first act. In 
the denouement Hermosa stabs Ben Said, 
Xaima is restored to her lover’s arms and the 
avenging mother is allowed to escape un- 
harmed, thanks to the mental infirmity which 
makes her sacred. The costumes and scenery 
are singular picturesque, but there were evi- 
dences .of insuflicient rehearsal in the 
choruses. Mlle. Krauss won a triumph in 
her great scene with Xaima. She was twice 
encored. There were loud calls for M. Gou- 
nod at the ena of the performance. Thecom- 
poser conducted his opera in person. 


A Young American in Paris Decides to 
Do as the Parisians Do.

In Bed for Seventeen Years.

Avery Wixon, of the town of Hammonds- 
port, Steuben county, died on Wednesday of 
last week, at the age of eighty-one years.

oftemperance. The fact is that a law more 
easily violated with impunity was probably 
never passed since the world began. To

The utter siiliness of 
the whole business is apparent. * * * If 
the Wisconsin Legislature has had a desire 
to advertise itself, that desire is gratified.

SUTE CULTURE.

A Great Industry to Which Farmers in 
the South are Giving Attention. 
New Orleans Correspondence New York Sun. 


in 1873, the amount paid for jute ON 
into the United States was $4,500,000: in 1880, 
for the year ending June 30, it was $7,000,000; 
and this year it will, in al Fg og 4 reach 
the round sum of $10,000,000. Jute is an an- 
nual plant of the order tiliacee, and of the 
genus corchorus capsularis. Its stem is from 
one-half inch to one inch in diameter, grows 
to the height of ten or twelve feet, is very 
straight, and branches only atthetop. Ithas 
sharply serrated, lanceolated leaves, about six 
inches long and nearly two _ inches 
wide. The flowers have five sepals and 
five petals. The stamens are numerous, but 
they have only one pistil. The bark is fibrous 
like that of hemp or flax, and itis the fibre 
thatis used. Itis more soft and silky than 
either flax or hemp, and is very fine—that is, 
capable of minute subdivision—and its being 
so fine and of such great length causes it to 
be sometimes woven with silk in cheap fa- 
brics. The seed is sownin March or April, 
and it may be cutin June, July and August. 
It 1s best to cut it when it begins to blossom, 
as the fibre is then better than when the plant 
is older. After being cut the stems are 
steeped in water until the fibre separates 
easily from the stems. Itis then prepared 
for the loom inamanner similar to that in 
which flaxis prepared, only the stems are 
not dried and broken, as are the flax stems. 
In Egypt and Syria the corchorus 
olitorius is cultivated as a pot herb. The 
American linden or basswood, sometimes 
called *‘linn wood,”’ is the most familiar re- 

resentative of the order to which jute be- 
ong, and the renowned honey of Lithuania 
is made from linden blossoms, and the highly 
prized Western honey comes from apiaries 
which arelocated near the great basswood 
forests in the West. 

Jute is used to make coarse cloth, mattings, 
cheap carpets, burlaps, coarse bagging, gun- 
ny, rice bags, coffee sacks, and like articles. 
Itis not good for ropes, as it cannot stand 
the weather; yet our hemp ropes are fre- 
quently adulterated with jute. When the 
waterfall for the head was in fashion, many 
were the switches which were made of jute, 
instead of flax, as was often said. 

Gunny is the name of the coarse cloth used 
to bale cotton. poe yeas of this year’s cotton 
is set down at 6,000,000 to 6,250,000 bales. Each 
bale takes about seven yards of gunny, hence 


6,000,000 Lales of cotton alone require 42,000,- « 


000 yards of cloth made from the fibre of the jute 
plant. Thisis one item, and the largest, but to 
it we must add the bagging for the increasing 
rice wale and for wheat and coffee and pep- 
per until the whole catalogue is filled. 

There is now no question but that we could 
supply this demand ourselves and prosper by 
the production of jute. It is asettled fact that 
many of the Southern States have splendid 
ute-growing lands. California, realizing the 

enefit of its culture,has been bagging her own 
products'from her own soil for several years, 
and it is said that ajute manujactory willsoon 
be started inthis city. The jute plant is con- 
sideredasure crop in this State. Itis no 
harder to raisethan corn,and the time of har- 
vesting comes just about the time when the 
cotton planter could cleverly put his farm 
force to the cutting ef jute, and thus few ex- 
tra hands would be needed. ‘To cultivate it 
is light labor, the rank growth causing it to 
overshadows cyerything else in the aefd, and 
the yield is, to say the least, wonderful. The 
ends of the stems are used for making paper, 
asare the oki sacks and bags. The stems 
may be used for garden fences and coarse 
baskets, and, like the willow of Delaware 
and Maryland, they make good charcoal for 
gunpowder. These are some extra uses to 
which the waste is put, as the fibre is the im- 
portant part of the plant.

Boycott in New York. 
New York Special to Cin. Commercial. 
Charles C. Boycott, who was driven from 
his home in November last by the Land 
Leaguers at Loughmask, Ulster county, Ire- 


registered as Charles Cunningham, omitting 
his sirname in order to avoid identification. 
He was accompanied by his wife, his broth- 
er, Rev. Edmond Boycott, his nephew, A. St.

Guttenberg’s Old Bible. 
From a New York Letter. 

Among the curiosities of next week’s great 
book sale is the famous original copy of the 
Bible as printed by Guttenberg in 1450-53. 
The book is valued at $10,000, and is from 
the library of the late George Brinley, of 
Hartford. Theonly other copy ofthe Gut- 
tenberg Bible in this country is inthe Lenox 
Librarv, and is not for sale. There are only 
afew copies in existence anywhere. One of 
these isin the British Museum, two are in 
Paris and three are owned by noblemen in 
Englund. Here is a chance for anybody 
wenting areaily nice Bible, with no modern 
re\ision about it’ nor any. otber 
innovations. It is,’ sad to think that 
the library of good old Dr. Chapin must come 
under the auctioneer’s hammer and be scat- 
tered. Dr. Chapin was in love with bis 
tooks. He collected between four thousand 
and five thousand volumes, among which are 
many rare and choice books. He regarded 
these books as friends of his. Few men knew 
the contents of their books more thoroughly. 
He wasnot on!yan extensive reader, but a 
very ‘thorough one. There was  nothiag 
pedantic about him, nor shallow, nor pomp- 
ous. The books on which he lavished so 
much real affection would ag os form an 
addition to the library of some wealthy: man 
and ought to be purchased as one collection. 
But no wealthy man bids for the lot, and they 
will have to be knocked down piece-meal to 
any who will bid forthem. The sale will be- 
gin on Easter Monday. 


Louisiana’s Ablest Man. 
Johnny Bouquet’s New Orleans Letter. . 


I asked Marshal Wharton whom he consid- 
ered to have been the ablest man produced in 
Louisiana. 

“John Randolph Grymes,’’ he meee. “He 
was the most brilliant man New Orleans ever 
had, though erratic. He received a fee of 
$100,000 from the city of New Orleans to rep- 
resent her in a suit with the General Govern- 
ment. He never knew what became of the 
money, it went so fast. When asked to pro- 
ceed to Washington to finish the matter, he 
demanded $0,000 more for about two weeks’ 
work; and he gotit. His life was full of 
brilliant episodes, accompanied with reckless- 
ness. He shot the Speaker of the Legisla- 
ture for speaking against his wife. An im- 
putation had been made against the lady’s 
character, and Grymes said he didn’t consider 
the truth of that at all; and if it were true he 
didn’t bold the maninthe case responsible; 
but Grymes said: When the offender talked 
about it, ‘then it became my business.’ 

“He married the widow of a wealthy ani 
eminent man, who lived apart from him most 
of the time, residing on Staten Island, New 
York. He paid hera visit every year, and 
they were friendly, but it was impossible for 
a woman to live with Grymes. He was a rel- 
ative of John Randolph, and had some of the 
qualities of that morbid but brilliant man.’’

AT the reunion of the Army of the Tenn- 
essee in QOincinnati yesterday, Gen. W. T. 
SHERMAN read alengthy paper on the battle 
of Shiloh, designed to defend his military 
reputation which has long suffered in con- 
nection with that affair. The General, after 
attempting to shift responsibility upon 
GRANT, enters a general denial of the charge 
that his command was surprised on the morn- 
ing of the 6th of April, 1862. He says that he 
never saw a battle in which somebody 
was not surprised, and he admits that 
a good many people at Shiloh were treated 
to something that they were not wholly pre- 
pared for, but he is confident that fair notice 
had been given to be ready for anything. Gen. 
SHERMAN may talk as much as he pleases, 
display charts and make extracts from official 
reports, but he can never rub out the fact that 
his command at Shiloh was thrustinto a bat- 
tle with asuddenness that gave no time for 
preparation. Three days before the battle, 
with one of his brigades, he had met the ad- 
vance of the Confederate army at Pea Ridge 
and exchanged shots with it. On Friday be- 
fore the battle his main picket post, on 
the Corinth road, was assaulted’ by 
a cavalry command and a lieutenant and 
six men Were carried into captivity. Yetin 
the face ofall this Warning, an army of near- 
ly forty thousand men was permitted to craw! 
up, take position in his front and even train 
its guns on his camp-fires. On Sunday 
morning, the 6th of April, BUCKLAND’S brig- 
ade, lying at Shiloh Church, received JOHN- 
STON’S attacking column whilelying disor- 
ganized about itscamp. Every regiment of 
SHERMAN’sS division formed under fire on 
its own color-line. and many of his men 
were shot in their tents. Not a spade- 
ful of dirt had been thrown up to protect 
him nora tree felled tocheck the advance 
of the enemy. It was SHERMAN’S place to 
know that a hostile army of 40,000 men was 
marching to give him battle, forthe distance 
fromShiloh to Corinth was only eighteen miles, 
and JOHNSTON’s army was nearly four days 
marching that distance. Both GRANT and 
SHERMAN ought to have been court martialed 
and drummed out of the army for incompet- 
ency and neglect, for they were clearly 
responsible for the terrible disaster at 
Shiloh nineteen years ago. If they had shown 
such culpable negligence: later on in the 
war they would certainly have lost their 
commands.

Scenes at the Cooking School To- 
Day. 
Miss Corson Concludes the Fourth of Her 
Series of Lectures. 


—» 


Notwithstanding the inclemency of the 
weather the attendance at the Cooking School 
to-day was large. The lessons seem to 
grow in interest every day, and large 
accessions to the class are reported. Among 
the pupils great interest is evidenced. The 
ladies are allon handin the morning, forti- 
fied with note books and at least two well 
sharpened pencils. No speaker was ever 
reported closer than Miss  Corson,. 


and the attention paid is so close that the 
teacher never has to repeat a single rule or 
principle. The lady pupils are vieing with 
each other in regard tqthe number and cor- 
rectness of their notes. Some of them 
have already filled good 
books and are prepared for at least a three- 
months’ siege at cooking in allits branches. 
Others, notably the older ladies, take fewer 
notes, because fewer things* are new 
to them, but they stow away 
every useful receipt with great carefulness. 
Miss Corson is an agreeable and interesting 
speaker, and no matter how busy her hands 
are, she always finds time to intersperse her 
work with lively remarks and name sugges- 
tions which maintain the interest. She has 
laid aside the gray garb that she wore upon 
the first day, and now wears a black dress 
with long sleeves and white cuffs down to the 
wrists. She uses no apron nor pro- 
tection, handles all the dishes and 
the meals, does her own cut- 
ting and chopping and attends the stove, 
but she never seems to get the slightest stain, 
not even upon her cuffs. Although attending 
to four or five things atatime, and running 
from one stove to the other, and from these 

table constantly, she is always 

and unrufied and manages 
to smile throughout the wholelesson. The 
ladies are enthusiastic in their praise of her 
work,and she receives the encomiums without 
showing any sign of the pleasure they give 


er. . 

The bill of fare this morning was home- 
made bread, to fry*croquettes, canton of 
lamb, vegetable macie, English  tea- 
cakes. 

The bread was rolled by Miss Corson in her 
usual deft way,and was arranged into — 
loaves, Which were handed down for the in- 
spection of the class. The croquettes were 
perfect, and excited unstinted admiration.The 
ladies passed them from hand to hand, 
nibbling at them with evident delight. The 
canton of lamb Was the piece de resistance of 
the morning bill. Miss Corson took a leg of 
lamb, skilfully separated the skin from the 
flesh, disconnected the bones, turned the 
skin inside out and after stufting it folded it 
up into the exact semblance 
of a duck which she held up for inspection. 
The fact was received almost with cheers, 
cries of “Oh,” “Ab,” “How nice,” “Splendid” 
etc., echoed on every side, and when the 
dish was passed down for inspection the 
ladies delayed so long in studying it that 
Miss Corson had to _ eall for it in 
order to have it baked before the lesson was 
over.

The river promises to supplant polities as 
the subject of general interest.

The barometer is falling prettv much 
allover the Mississippi Valley, indicating a 
continuance of the storm atthe places men- 
tioned for twenty-four hours at least, and its 
spread to other points. 

While the rain had not set in at 6 o’clock 
this morning the following places reported 
cloudy weather: Cairo, Chicago, Davenport, 
La Crosse, Leavenworth, Louisville, Mem- 
phis, Vicksburg and Shreveport. The chances 
are that the storm will extend to all these 


points before there is achange. The weather 


isreported threatening at Port Eads and at 
Des Moines. 

The conditions could hardly be more 
threatening. There is high- water inthe 
Mississippi and allits tributaries. The al- 
most unprecedented snow-fall for the long 
winter in the Northwest lies in great part 
unmelted, awaiting such davs as this te dis- 
solve and swell every little creek over its 
banks. Ifthe storm extends and continues, 
as the meteorological conditions promise, 
there will be reports of serious damages all 
along the rivers by Monday. 

The waters are now only a little below what 
is known as “the danger line,’’ where trou- 
ble begins. At Keokuk,for example, the mark 
beyond which the river cannot rise is 14 feet 
Ginches above low water. The reading of 
the gauge last night showed the stage to be 
14 feet and 1linch. Halfa foot more will put 
the Government dams and rapids improve- 
ments in jeopardy, to say nothing of damage 
to individual property. 

At Herman, on the Missouri, the danger 
line is drawn at 16 feeton the gauge. 
Reading last night was 12 feet 8 inches. 

At Cairothe danger line is reached at 40 
feet. The stage of the water last night was 
35 feet 8 inches. 

Reports to-day from all points along the 
Missouri and Upper Mississippi show the 
rivers rising. 

Here at St. Louis the gauge showed 24 feet 
2inches last night. Before noon to-day the 
guage read 24 feet 6 inches. Thirty feet marks 
the danger line for St. Louis, but considerable 
damage will be incurred at points on both 
sides of the river before that point is reached. 
Should the river swell six feet above the pres- 
ent stage there will be trouble all along the 
St. Louis front. The Water Works micht 
escape inundation by reason of the dyke 
thrown up on three sides of the site a few 
years ago. But just below the engine houses 
and for a mile southward there is a section of 
low land pretty well covered with dwellings 
of the cheaper class, sawmills, lumber yards 
and manufactories, which would be submerg- 
edand the occupants forced to move away 
temporarily. Thousands of cellars and 
miles of sewers would be_ full of 
water. The river reached’ twenty- 
five feet last week and looked dangerously 
near to the people of that locality. So grave 
was the situation that many families 
began to make calculations for moving, and 
the lumbermen speculated on what height of 
dyke would protect their property from being 
swept away. 

A rise to over 30 feet will damage very 
greatly the Knapp-Stout Lumber Company, 
the Eau Claire Lumber Company, the Meyer 
Lumber Company, the Hymers Lumber Com- 

any, the Mississippi Glass Works, the Stife! 

rewery Company, the Laclede Rolling mill, 
Along the levee below the St. Louis Elevator 
such water as that will bring the current up 
over the sidewalks in many places. 
It was there in 1840 and many 
buildings still stand there the founda- 
tions of which withstood that rushing flood. 
South of Chouteau avenue, however, there 
has been a great deal of building on land 
which was under water in previous notable 
freshets, and they cannot escape a thirty feet 
stage. From Elevator B to the Arsenal 
there is scarcely a block on the river front 
that can escape uninjured, while in places 
the rise will bring the water in from the 
bank for bundreds of feet. In Carondelet 
nearly all the iron furnaces and manufactur- 
ing interests are within the danger line. 

‘ With the situation so‘serious on this side 
the prospect for East St. Louis and the adja- 
cent country over the river can be imagined.

THE PILGRIM CHIMES. 
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Progress of the Case—Examination of 
Dr. Johnson. 

The hearing of the Pilgrim Chimes case by 
Judge Lindley, in Circuit Court No. 4 attracts 
considerable attention. The trialis conduc- 
ted without a jury, and the testimony which 
is voluminous will occupy the whole of the 
week, 

The plaintiffs, Dr. Leeteand Mr. Hulse, 
are introducing testimony with the view of 
establishing the ground of their complaint 
that the chimes operateas a nuisance;to the 
neighborhood, and that health is seriously 
affected by the vibration inthe immediate 
Vicinity of Pilgrim Church. Mr. Hulse, Jr., 
the domestics inthe Hulse household and 
the family physician have been called 
upon the stand to testify teuching 
the effect of the bells upon persons living 
next door to the church. 

Dr. J. B. Johnson testified this morning 
that he resided on Lucas Place; had prac- 
ticed medicine for forty vears; frequently 
visited Mr. Hulse’s house near Pilgrim 
Chureh, on Washington avenue. The 
ringing of the chimes when s_ the 
windows were open interrupted coa- 
versation in Mr. Hulse’s house. 
Witness could not say what the effect of the 
chimes would be upon sleep. It depended 
upon the nervous sensibility of the person 
sleeping. One man could sleep during a 
thunder-storm, while another could not. A 
person of nervous temperament, worn out 
With the labors of the day, might be disturbed 
by the bells,although he might not sleepif 
there were no bells there. Any 
one in good health would probably 
not be disturbed bv the bells. It was sim- 
ply a question of the nervous temperament. 
To a person whose nerves were excit- 
ed by noises of any character’ the 
effect upon health would be injurious. 
One Sunday morning the doctor remembered 
distinctly that he followed the tune and sus- 
pended conversation until the chimes had 
finished. It would have been possible to 
converse during tke ringing, but it 
would have been attended with inconvenience. 

Dr. Johnson was the _ family  physi- 
cian of Mr. Hulse, jand he visited profession- 
ally several families residing inthe vicinity 
of Pilgrim Church. Expressing the opinion 
of a medical expert, Dr. Johnson would say 
that Mr. Hulse possessed a nervous tempera- 
ment, affected by dyspepsia. Any sound 
disturbed and annoyed a nervous dyspeptic. 
The examination of witnesses for the defense 
will include the testimony of all the ladies in 
Stoddard addition, who arefto be asked whe- 
ther the effect of the chimes is pleasurable or 
injurious. The case for plaintiffs, conducted 
by Ed. T. Allen and H. Denison, will prohk- 
ably close to-morrow. Messrs. Fisher, Row- 
ell and Horner, who represent the church, 
have summoned their witnesses for to-mor- 
row and Satiwday.
